CALIFORNIA led the states 
with a total of 54 fatalities re­ 
ported.

One of these is known 
as auricular flutter, due to an 
irregularity of one of the cham­ 
bers of the heart known as the 
auricle. 
This peculiar and characteristic 
flutter almost never develops un­ 
less the heart has been damaged 
by some previous illness, such as 
rheumatic fever or degenerative 
heart disease. 
Elderly People 
The great majority of patients 
are middle-aged or elderly people 
in the 50 to 70 age group. An 
accurate diagnosis can be made 
only by an electrocardiogram. In 
this electrical tracing of the heart 
beat, the irregular waves stand 
out and are easily seen by the 
doctor, though care must be taken 
to distinguish them from another 
sort of abnormal pattern due to 
what is known as auricular fi­ 
brillation, a less serious condition. 
The recommended treatment 
for auricular flutter is the giving 
of the drug digitalis in adequate 
amounts. The digitalis may re­ 
store the normal, regular beat of 
the heart. The change in the 
rhythm usually occurs within a 
few days after the drug is admin­ 
istered, if large enough quantities 
are used. Of course, digitalis must 
be employed under the direction 
of a physician. 
Once the rhythm of the heart 


has been brought back to normal, 
the use of the digitalis may be 
stopped, unless it is needed be­ 
cause of some other abnormal 
condition of the heart. 
Now and then another drug, 
known as quinidine, may be of 
value. However, digitalis is usually 
administered before the quini­ 
dine is employed, and a sufficient 
quantity is given to accomplish 
its purpose before the quinidine 
is given. The effects of the digi­ 
talis do not depend upon the 
severity of the heart disease 
which has caused the auricular 
flutter. 
Ail persons, after they reach 
middle age, should have an elec­ 
trocardiogram made at intervals 
of at least twice a year. In this 
way, abnormal conditions of the 
heart can often be detected 
promptly so that proper treat­ 
ment may be administered. A gen­ 
eral physical examination should 
include this study of the heart.
